H. Dietrich Bonhoeffer, the German theologian during World War II, said, "A 
great many different motives may lead to an action of this kind (i.e. 
thinking about and obtaining an abortion), but they cannot in any way 
alter the fact of murder."

Here is 
the great evangelical disaster -- the failure of the evangelical world to 
stand for truth as truth. There is only one word for this -- namely, 
accommodation. The evangelical church has accommodated to the world 
spirit of the age."

• Being "personally opposed" (Deuteronomy 30:19, Proverbs 21:13 - 
compare the mockery of Pilate in Matthew 27:24 with Deuteronomy 
21:6)

IV.GOD'S SELECTION OF US TO INTERCEDE

C. Selected to rescue and defend: 

"Rescue those unjustly sentenced to death; don't stand back and let them die. 
Don't try to disclaim responsibility by saying you didn't know about it. For God, 
who knows all hearts, knows yours, and He knows you knew! And He will 
reward everyone according to his deeds." (Proverbs 24:11-12, Living Bible)
